THREE LOSE LIVES IN PRAIRIE 
FIRE NEAR DRUMHELLER 
DRUMHBLLER, April 15 —A 
prairie fire, starting at noon and 
sweeping across country in the Row- 
ley-Morrin district on Friday, took 
three lives, laid bare twenty-five 
miles of country, and razed _ five 
farmsteads. 

The dead are: Mrs. Oscar De- 
valeriola, who died on Saturday 
morning in Drumheller hospital, and 
her two daughters, Margaret, 17, 

The Devaleriola family, with the 
father at the wheel, were driving in 
the neighborhood of the fire. The 
car stalled, and with the fire ap- 
proaching rapidly the children  be- 
came excited-and left the car to es- 
cape on foot while the father mad® 
frantic’ efforts to start the engine. 
The children disappeared in ite 
smoke and the mother rushe dafter 
them to bring them back. Sparks 
set their clothing on fire and they 
were overcome by the dense smoke. 

The mother fell unconscious as 
she reached her elder daughter, and 
by the time she was rescued most of 
her clothing had been burned. The 
younger child wag later found dead 
about 100 yards away, and the elder 
daughter died only a few yards from 
the car.

For best results they should be pro= 
vided with brush or strings for sup- 
port or can be sown broadcast. Peas, 
like corn, have a flavor all their own 
when cooked within an hour of 
picking. 
Don't Work Soil Too Soon 

There is danger in working soil 
too soon. With heavy clay, es- 
pecially, the earth is liab)l eto pack 
and, later on, to bake. ,If one ¢an 
walk across the garden without, get- 
ting the shoes muddy, or if the soil 
crumbles when squeezed tightly in 
the hand, it is safe to commence, 
The best garden soil is a fairly light 
loam, sloping toward the south or 
east. Of course, all have not this 
ideal type and location, but much 
can be done in improving really un- 
favorable conditions. Very 
sandy soil can be built up to a stage 
where it will retain moisture, pro- 
vide fertility,.and remain © fairly 
cool, if plenty..of strawy.manure, 
vegetable refuse, and similar mater- 
ial is dug in year after year. That 
portion of the garden which is used 
for the earlier vegetables and lies 
idle from late August on,’ should be 
planted with fall rye or perhaps oatg 
or clover, just as soon as the last 
vegetables came off, and this crop 
of green manure is plowed or dug 
under. Treatment of thig kind will 
add humus. Strange to say, almost 
the same process is followed in 
handling heavy clays. Plenty of de- 
cayed vegetable matter, or humus, 
will loosen up these. Of course, it 
may also be necessary to provide 
some sort of drainage, either by 
underground tile, or open ditches. 

First Plantings 

If the ground is ready now, one 
may get in the first vegetables and 
flowers. In the vegetable line, sow 
those things of which the leaves are 
eaten. These include lettuce, cress, 
spinach, radish, mustard and peas. 
There is little danger from planting 
them too soon as all will stand some 
frost. Next in line will be those 
bulbous or root vegetable, such as 
beets, onions, carrots, early turnips 
and parsnips. At this time, tov, 
the first of the potatoe, are planted, 
and although not as hardy as the

STATE MEDICINE DISOUSSED 
IN ALBERTA LEGISLATURE 


EDMONTON, April 7—Continua- 
tion of the probe into the possibili- 
ties of state medicine was decided 
on by the legislature on Friday 
night when a unanimous vote ap- 
proved of this action. 

A start wag made by a house com- 
mittee last year and a progress re- 
port was tabled during the session. 

Hon, Geo. Hoadley lauded _pre- 
ventive medicine, and stressed the 
fact that if he so desired he could 
reveal information most revolution- 
ary in nature regarding the health 
clinics at Red Deer and High River. 

Chris’"Pattinson; Labor;*-Edson, 
who had moved the original resolu- 
tion asking for the inquiry, said it 
was one of his life’s ideals to have 
health services for the people. He 
praised the work of the committee 
and of the report, stating that of all 
the reports on the subject made in 
Canada and on the North American 
continent generally, none contained 
a more definitely outlined scheme. 
He thought it was high time the 
legislators got down to fundament- 
alg in the matter of caring for the 
people’s health. 

The principle of the report was 
that the people would pay when 
well and that medical service Wag a 
social responsibility, thus placing 
health in the same category as edu- 
cation.
